whole of Western Canada, in the 
form of snow so far as & large part 
of Alberta is concerned, and of rains 
elsewhere, has done a great deal to 
change the crop outlook for the. bet- 
ter. It has been particularly benefic- 
ial to the parts of Saskatchewan 
which suffered so severely from 
drought during the past three years. 

It must be remembered, however, 
that although good crops have been 
harvested in each of the ‘last three 
years in very large areas, and more 
especially in.the northern parts of 
the province, mainly because rains 
happened to come at favorable times, 
there has been a progressive drying 
out of the country on an enormous 
scale, This has been reflected in a 
low water table in the land, lowering 
the levels of lakes and rivers, drying 
out ponds and sloughs, and giving 
a very dry subsoil. 

Western Canada, on the whole, is 
an area of comparatively light an- 
ber rainfall, with crop productios 


made possible by the fact that a jarge 
part of the annual rainfall comes 
during the growing season, and as 4 
rule in June, But it also rests on the 
existence of reserves of moisture in 
its deep clay subsoil, and those re- 
serves have to a large extent been 
drawn upon in recent years. 

Some slight reduction in the acre- 
age weeded to wheat, although not 
to an important extent now appears 
probable. 

Some reduction in acreage will re- 
sult from the number of farmers 
who have abandoned farms in south- 
ern Saskatchewan and have gone into 
the northern part of the province, 
where not for some time will they 
have as much land under cultivation 
as formerly. Then, a lack of seed may 
prevent some farmers from seeding 
as much jand to wheat as would other 
wise be the case. In recognized 
drought areas elaborate plans have 
been made for municipalities to fur- 
nish seed, with the assistance of the 
provincial and the Dominion govern- 
ment, but not in every case will the 
quantity of seed furnished cover the 
full capacity of the land.

The food needs of growing child- 
rep must be met.

Frost 
may hold them back but it will aot 
hurt them. Handle the end of the 
planting season in the same way, 
that is make a sowing or two after 
the usua: time for planting, so that 
there will be stuff coming along week 
after week after the main crop has 
been picked. 
Look to Lawns Now . 

This is the best time when the 
earth is soft and moist to put the 
lawn into shape. Dandelions, plan- 
tain, and other persistent weeds come 
out easily now, and in removing them 
get out as much of the root as. pos- 
aible. Some of the many weedirig de- 
vices now on the market will save 4 
lot of stooping. At this time, too, a 
heavy roller is used to good effect, 
Jevelling down high spots and firm- 
ing soil about the roots of the grass. 
Loosen up bare places with a rake 
and re-seed with a good lawn mix- 
ture—cheap mixtures are never per 
manent and sometimes are dangerous 
Protect this new seeding with som 
poultry netting or ‘brush so that 
sparrows wil not get at the seed. 
Top dressing ‘with well rotted manure 
or an application of a good com- 
mercial fertilizer, high in nitrogen, 
is advisable. If manure is used, be 
carefu; that it is well-rotted and free 
from weed seeds, The lawn should 
be cut every four or five days, after 
growth gets started, with a sharp 
lawn mower. A dull machine wil 
pull out much grass. Later on, when 
the weather turne aot, less frequent 
cutting is advisab.e. 

Something Will Fit In 

Even if our flower garden is smal) 
or shaded, or contains poor soil, ws 
should not be discouraged. After all 
there is something, that will, fit .'n 
and do well and it is this adapting of 
our garden to meet our own individ- 
ual conditions that adds so much 
pleasure to the hobby. In permanently 
shaded quarters, that is where there 
ix shade from some building or fence 
the year round, tuberous rooted be- 
gonias, pansies, and. wild flowers wi.’ 
do well. In fact, they prefer this lo- 
cation to any other. In partial shade 
clarkia, annua) larkspur, lupine, nico- 
tine, phlox, and verbena should be 
grown. On poor soil, portulaca is a 
favorite as well as alyssum, sweet- 
scented stocks, linum, calendu-as, 
calliopsis, sunflowers  schizanthus, 
Salpiglossis, marigolds, petunias and 
many others.
